Refugee 
Shelter 
Billets 


By utilizing all buildings as 
billets, including churches, halls 
and offices, Upland can shelter 
39,671 persons ‘in case of a dis- 
aster, such as‘an atomic bomb- 
ing, that will pour refugees into 
the city, Miss Eunice Mitchell, 
in charge of a civilian defense 
mass care survey, announced. 

A survey of 525 homes _ indi- 
cated that shelter is available 
for 2,231 refugees. The homes 
now house 1,776 persons. Using 
the ratio set up by this survey on 
all homes in Upland a total of 
13,922 persons can be cared for 
in homes. The rest of the 39,671 
persons would be given shelter 
in improvised billets, she said. 

Kitchen facilities from a sur- 
vey of homes, restaurants and 
auxiliary units disclosed that 
meals can be prepared for 61,813 
persons daily. This figure includ- 
ed kitchens at Memorial and San 
Antonio parks. 

Stores and homes were survey- 
ed for clothing stocks ranging 
from baby wear to shoes. Com- 
plete outfits can be provided for 
3,894 refugees with hundreds of 
accessory items available. The 
greatest shortage was in blankets, 
Miss Mitchell said.

Upland school district. will: re- 
ceive . $3,107 from the federal] 
government to heip cover the 
cost of educating the children 
whose parents work on federally 
ewned property, according to a 
report to Sunerintendent Harold 
Cook from Congressman Harry 
Sheppard. 

Established: rules must be ob- 
served before a district can 
quanti. One of the rcquireients 
is that at least three per cent of 
the children enrolled must come 
from families, the breadwinner 
of which, is employed ‘on federal 
property. 

Most of the parents who qualify 
are employed at the Convair 
plant in Pomona. 

Sum of $4,780.79 was sought in 
the application for federal aid 
with $3,107. being paid now and 
the balance to come later after 


a thorough check of the figures, 
Mr. Sheppard said.

The Pomona First Federa! 
Savings and Loan association has 
applied to the Home Loan Bank 
board for the right. to establish 
a branch in Upland.

Charter for the Upland associa- 
tion was approved by the Cali- 
fornia Savings and Loan com- 
missioner at a hearing March 8.

mean then that for many years 
the only savings and loan facility 
in Upland would be a branch of 
Pomona First.’’ 

Mr. Miller observed that many 
Upland officials and organizations 
are ‘‘closing ranks to meet the 
threat of a Los Angeles county 
organization over Upland thrift 
and home financing. Active as: 
sistance of Congressman Harry 
R. Sheppard has been promised.” 

“Tf the federal government 
grants the Pomona First branch, 
then the state commisioner’s 
ruling in favor of Upland will be, 
in effect, overruled. ‘“‘The federal 
government will insure only one 
association in a city of Upland’s 
size.’”’

'Polio Shots For 
First and Second 
Graders Monday 


Salk vaccine polio inoculations 
are scheduled for Upland first 
and second graders Monday and 
for children in the same grades 
attending Cucamonga _ Central, 
Cucamonga Elementary. Guasti, 
Mt. View, Alta Loma, Etiwanda 
and Mt. Baldy Elementary 
schools on Tuesday, Dr. Merle 
Cosarid, county health officer, 
announced yesterday. 

This schedule depends on the 
availability of the vaccine, Dr. 
Cosand said, 

With the announcement that the 
vaccine was effective in 80 to 90 
per cent of the cases adminis- 
tered among 860,000 first and 
second graders a year ago, the 
county and city bealth depart- 
ments moved to be in line for 
vaccine when first shipments are 
released. 

Inoculations will be adminis- 
tered to 3856 Upland first and 
second graders whose parents re- 
turned signed requests to the 
health department authorizing 
the shots. In the Cucamonga 
community 289 pupils are signed 
up for the inoculations. Local 
doctors will administer the vac- 
cine without charge. 

Many parents who have not 
given approval for their children 
to have the polio shots may want 
to do so now that the results of 
the Salk vaccine tests have been 
released, Dr. Cosand said. 

“This may require a revision 
of planning. We are anxious to 
include all first and second grad- 
ers during this county wide in- 
oculation program,’’ he said. 

Information concerning the 
availability of supplies has not 
yet reached the county health 
office although supplies are said 
to be available. Dr. Cosand said. 

Vaccine depots will be. located 
in State Health Department fa- 
cilities in Berkely and Los An- 
geles. Car delivery of vaccine 
will be made to county health 
departments, according to infor- 
mation from the state health of- 
fice. 

A vaccination will consist of 
three injections with an interval 
of a week between the first two 
and a month between the second 
and last. First and second grad- 
ers have been selected hecause 
they represent the group of high- 
est risk among school children, 
Dr. Cosand said.

Savings and Loan Application From 
Local Group Is Getting Support 


Will Upland have a savings and loan association of its 
| Own or will this community be served by a branch of the 
ona First Federal Savings and Loan association? 

Answer to this question of course, is of greatest concern 
to the people directly interested in the financial institutions. 

me in the Upland district, however, will at least be in- 
directly affected by the answer, which may come on or s¢on 
after April 26. 

The Home Loan Bank board has called a public hearing 
in Washington, D.C. on that date to study the application of 
the Pomona organization for the right to establish a branch 
in Upland. Only one savings and loan association will be 
fone here for the time being. And so it is either the new 

pland association or a branch of the Pomona association. 

We are in no position to judge merits of the two applica- 
tions. Naturally, we feel very, very strongly for all localized 
institutions and localized efforts. As we understand it, the 
basic concept of these institutions is for an association to re- 
ceive money from local people for use in financing home con- 
struction in.the local community. 

If there is any advantage for a “local” community to have 
a “big outsider”, handle its finances, then the decision should 
be in favor of Pomona’s application. If, on the other hand, 
the community can be served better by an independent local 
association, the final judgment should favor the new Upland 
a@ssociaton. 

Ten years from now, which will have been the best for 
the community—a branch of an “outside” association or one 
largely financed by people, whose principal interests are right 
here in the community? 

We believe efforts in forming a local association should 
be heartily endorsed. Upland city council took the lead in 
urging the federal agency to approve the application for the 
Upland group. Many local firms and individuals are also 
joining in the expression to help support the application of 
the local group of Upland’s “own” savings and loan asso- 
ciation. 

On the other hand, Paul Walker, president of the Pomona 
group is highly regarded and E. L. Wickstrom of Upland, a 
vice president, is widely known in the community. 

About a month ago three groups were applying for a 
state savings and loan charter in Upland. On March 8, the 
California Savings and Loan commissioner ruled in favor of 
the so-called Upland Savings and Loan association. Head of 
this group is Andrew Crevolin, who is a former resident of 
this area and who is a former Chaffey high school student. 
He “made good” financially in the Los Angeles metropolitan 
area and is returning to this area to establish business inter- 
ests. He recently purchased the Bank of America building 
here at Second avenue and Ninth street. which will be the 
“home” of the new local association, if it is approved in Wash- 
ington. 

Why all this sudden interest for new financial institutions 
in the Upland district? The answer lies in the fact that ob- 
servers know this area will become the center of thousands 
of new residents. 

Admittedly, great changes are ahead.
